University researchers 
discover new oil seep 


A University of California, Santa Bar­ 
bara .task force has discovered a major 
new oil seep "boiling up” in the Santa 
Barbara Channel in the area of Atlantic- 
Richfield Company’s Platform Holly. 


County 
Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds said the new addition 
to a group of oil and gas seeps known to 
be in the area has aroused renewed 
speculation as to whether "there might 
be a connection between seeps and chan­ 
nel oil activities” including water injec­ 
tions. 
He said he was told the seeps are 
producing hydro-carbons and gas the 
"same as there are in the wells” which 
were drilled from Platform Holly, 
Platform Holly is about %Vt miles off 
the Goleta coast. The location of the new 
seep that has been found was not pin­ 
pointed. 
Asked what can be done about the

Yamani said Saudi Arabia is resisting 
pressure within the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries for a 
ministerial meeting to decide on a price 
increase before the end of this year. 
He said the next OPEC Ministerial 
conference will open Dec. 15 in Qatar at 
which time an increase for 1977 will be 
discussed, with the size of the increase 
depending on the rate of economic 
recovery in the western world and 
progress at the north-south talks in 
Paris. 
"Some people want a fantastic in­ 
crease next year and we will resist 
that,” Yamani told the Geneva Foreign 
Press Association at a luncheon in his 
honor. At the same time, Yamani said 
the OPEC ministers at their meeting in 
Geneva in April this year decided to 
transfer the organization’s headquarters 
from Vienna but later froze that decision 
because of "political considerations” 
and statem ents made by Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 
"The whole matter is now pending,” 
Yamani said. 
The decision to leave Vienna followed 
the terrorist attack on the OPEC 
ministerial conference there last 
December. 
Yamani said that "there is pressure to 
hold an extraordinary (OPEC) meeting 
before December” to discuss a hike in oil 
prices this year. 
"I don’t think we will ever be in a posi­ 
tion to accept that,” he said. 
Yamani declined to identify the OPEC 
member states demanding immediate 
price increases or those wanting what he 
termed a "fantastic” increase next year. 
But later he conceded that differences on 
oil prices constitute the only disagree­ 
ment between Saudi Arabia and Iran.

CAPE HATTERAS, N.C. (UPI) - 
Hurricane Belle hit North Carolina’s 
Outer Banks today with gale force winds 
and headed up the eastern seaboard 
toward New York and New England. 
At 10:45 a.m. EDT, the National 
Weather Service reported Belle was 
abreast of Cape Hatteras about 45 miles 
offshore. Winds were peaking at 60 miles 
per hour with gusts estimated at 
hurricane force of 74 m.p.h. 
The Weather Service in Washington, in 
its noon advisory, said Belle’s "highest 
winds are 110 m.p.h. and hurricane force 
winds extend out 50 miles from the 
center. Gales extend out 125 miles to the 
east arid 100 miles to the west of the 
center.” 
It warned of tides ranging up to eight 
feet above normal in coastal areas. 
"High winds and tides will be the main 
problem in coastal areas,” the advisory 
said. 
Trees and power lines were reported 
down, and electricity was off along much 
of the Outer Banks. 
The Dare County sheriff’s office also 
reported receiving a distress call via 
citizen’s band radio from a boat in 
Croatan Sound between the Outer Banks 
and the mainland. 
Radio contact was lost before deputies 
could obtain additional information 
about the vessel, including its name, the 
number of persons on board and its con­ 
dition. The Coast Guard dispatched a 
cutter to the scene. 
Water was standing three feet deep 
over the southern tip of the Outer Banks, 
making North Carolina highway 12 
impassable. In Manteo on Roanoke 
Island near the northern tip, the streets 
were covered with five to seven indies of 
water.

donnybrook 
shifts to K.C. 
United Press International 
The Republican presidential don­ 
nybrook shifts today to Kansas City, Mo., 
the site of next week's convention, and 
now encompasses an equally contentious 
fight for the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
Although President Ford said last 
week he would ask potential running 
mates to keep secret the fact they were 
being considered, names started slip­ 
ping out Sunday 
The Platform Committee gathered in 
Kansas City to begin deliberations, and 
its chairman. Gov. Robert Ray of Iowa, 
turned out to be one of the recipients of 
Ford’s vice presidential questionnaires. 
But he said his duties on the potentially 
explosive platform problem have left 
him no time to answer the President’s in­ 
quiries. 
Ford also would not rule out debating 
Jimmy Carter, who was to spend most of 
today consulting with congressional and 
other party leaders in Washington. A 
Gallup poll Sunday showed 68 per cent of 
respondents favor televised debates. 
Carter and Ronald Reagan already have 
said they are willing to debate. 
The Rules Committee also was beginn­ 
ing work today and faced a delicate issue 
over whether to force committed 
delegates to vote the way they are sup­ 
posed to, on the first ballot. 
The UPI delegate count showed Ford 
with 1,120 of the 1,130 needed for the 
nomination and Reagan with 1,038. 
Another 101 were uncommitted. 
Ford said in a UPI and Associated 
Press interview he will select a middle- 
of-the-roader as his running mate and is 
considering about 15 names. 
Without saying so directly, he in­ 
dicated the list includes Reagan, 
Rockefeller, John Connally, Ambassador 
Anne Armstrong, and Sens 
Howard 
Baker of Tennessee and Edward Brooke, 
a black, of Massachusetts 
C om m erce S e c re ta ry E llio t 
Richardson said Sunday he is on the list 
and "would be willing to be considered.” 
But it was Connally, Nixon’s treasury 
secretary and former Democratic gover­ 
nor of Texas, who was at the center of 
the most controversy. 
He called his GOP congressional oppo­ 
nents "Republicans for cannibalism” 
and challenged them to compare his 
campaign contribution receipts with 
theirs. The three congressmen, Reps. 
William Cohen, Thomas Railsback and 
Paul Findley, said they already have 
made their contributions public. 
Their anti-Connally comments, Ford 
said, are "not helpful for party unity” 
and that they should make their views 
known to him privately. 
Richardson, who quit as Nixon’s at­ 
torney general rather than fire 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox, 
said: 
"I’m certainly one of those who are be­ 
ing considered. I take it there are quite a 
few of us, but I have been asked to sub­ 
mit a set of, or at least to assemble, 
financial data, and so on, in case the field 
should narrow down and still include 


that winds and rain would maintain their 
strength over the Outer Banks until 
about 1 p.m. and then gradually subside 
during the afternoon. 
"We may even get a glimpse of blue 
sky before dark,” said forecasters at 
Cape Hatteras. 
But the hurricane still posed a threat 
to points farther along the eastern 
seaboard. A hurricane warning is in ef­ 
fect from Cape Henlopen, Del., to the 
Merrimack River in Massachusetts, in­ 
cluding Long Island Sound and New York 
City. 


The hurricane was reported moving 
north at 25 miles per hour. Hie Weather 
Service said she was expected to in­ 
crease forward speed gradually and turn 
to the north-northeast later in the day. 
An estimated 40,000 summer campers 
and tourists, visiting the scenic 70-mile 
stretch of sand dunes at the peak of the 
vacation season, fled during the night, 
but an estimated 2,500 persons, mostly 


area residents, stayed behind. 
Many of those who lingered were like 
59-year-old Elma Wood, a waitress at a 
restaurant in Manteo on Roanoke Island, 
located between the North Carolina 
mainland and the Outer Banks. 
"The old cowhands, they’re not 
afraid,” she said. "As far as the island is 
concerned, I think we’re safe.” 
But for vacationers huddling in 
shelters along the coast, the hurricane 
was a frustrating experience, cutting 
short a long-awaited idyll in the sun. 
“You work all year and then have to sit 
this out,” said Gary Worley, a Harrison­ 
burg, Va., forklift operator, sitting in a 
shelter at Manteo Elementary School 
with his wife and 3-year-old daughter. 
"I can think of better ways to spend 
my time.” 
Worley talked while others among the 
300 persons there played ping pong and 
cards or simply sat on mattresses set up 
in the hallways, classrooms and gym­ 
nasium of the school. 
Heavy fire exchange 
in Beirut suburbs 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Rival 
rightists and leftists battled across sub­ 
urban Beirut with rockets, mortars and 
machine guns today and a leftist leader 
predicted a "long, long war” if Syrian 
forces remained in Lebanon. 
A weekend lull in the fighting was shat­ 
tered overnight and heavy exchanges of 
shellfire erupted in Beirut’s battered 
eastern suburbs, particularly around the 
Palestinian camp of Tal Zaatar An es­ 
timated 600 wounded are still trapped in 
the camp, under siege by Christians for 
51-days. 
Red Cross officials, who broke off 
evacuation attempts Friday after sniper 
Are ripped through their convoy, said 
they planned no further efforts to enter 
Tal Zaatar until both Palestinians and 
Christians agree in writing to observe a 
cease-fire around the camp. 
"Thus far we do not have these 
guarantees Mid thus far we have no plans 
to go back to Tal Zaatar.” a spokesman 
said. The Red Cross evacuated 408 
wounded persons last week. 
The right-wing Phalangist party and 
Syria accused Iraq of sending soldiers 
into Lebanon in disguise to fight on 
behalf of Palestinians and leftists. 
The Phalangists produced two 
prisoners identified as Iraqi soldiers and 


said a 150-man Iraqi force arrived in dis­ 
guise at the southern Lebanon port of 
Tyre last month. 
The Palestinians denied the charges. 
Leftists also said Christian forces 
were massing a large strike force of 
more than 100 armored vehicles near 
Kahale, eight miles southeast of Beirut, 
for an attack on their positions near 
Loueizeh, two miles closer to the capital. 
Leftist leader Kamal Jumblatt met 
with the Palestinian guerrilla leadership 
Sunday night to plan what leftist sources 
said was their military strategy for the 
confrontation they see looming ahead at 
Loueizeh. 
Jumblatt told reporters he expected a 
"long, long war as long as Syrian troops 
remain here. "The Syrians must realise 
that we will fight no matter what the 
consequences, no matter how long it 
takes and that we will win.” 


The right-wing radio charged that lef­ 
tist and Palestinian forces had launched 
a massive attack on Christian positions 
around suburban Ain Rummaneh "but 
our units repelled the attack and in­ 
flicted heavy casualties on the enemy.” 
Both rightists and leftists also 
reported heavy fighting in the north 
between the Christian town of Zghorta. 
Ford begins third year 
penning acceptance talk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford marked the start of his third year 
in the White House today by writing his 
acceptance speech for the Republican 
National Convention and having aides 
contact "more than 12” possible running 
mates. 
For the first time in recent weeks, 
Ford had no meetings with convention 
delegates on his public schedule, Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters. 
In a display of public confidence by 
Ford about his chances to win the GOP 
presidential nomination from challenger 
Ronald Reagan, Nessen said the Presi­ 
dent was working on his acceptance 
speech. 
"He’s keeping a close watch on what’s 
being done out there” in Kansas City, 
Nessen added in reply to questions about 
whether Ford maintained close contact 
with GOP platform writers prior to the 
national convention. 
Nessen said White House switchboard 


operators had difficulty in reaching a 
few of the "more than 12” persons Ford 
was considering as running mates. 
Two m ore days re m a in for 
Republicans to suggest further running 
mate prospects for the President, be 
said. 
A reporter asked if Ford were talking 
about abortion when be spoke Sunday at 
the 41st Eucharistic Congress 1q 
Philadelphia of concern over "increased 
irreverence for life.” 
"The President was addressing the 
subjects that those people who attended 
were most interested in,” be replied. 
Nessen cited the standing ovation given 
the President and said of the audience, 
"They seemed to understand.” 
Ford brought 100,000 applauding 
Roman Catholics to their feet when he sl­ 
ipped the apparent reference to opposing 
abortion into what had been heralded as 
a nonpolitical speech to the religious con­ 
gress. 
Administration predicts 
Egypt, Libya border fight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Border ten­ 
sion between Libya and Egypt is increas­ 
ing, and fighting could break out be­ 
tween the two Arab nations, according to 
administration sources. 
"I wouldn’t be surprised to see trouble 
along the border between Egypt and 
Libya very soon,” one source said "It’s 
even possible that Egypt might launch a 
pre-emptive strike.” 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat and 
Libya’s leader Muammar Khadafy have 
been at odds since the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war, when Khadafy attacked Sadat’s 
willingness to negotiate peace with 
Israel. 
Intelligence reports reaching 
Washington say Sadat has become con­ 
cerned with Libyan Involvement in the 
abortive coup last month in the Sudan, on 
Egypt’s southern border. 
"There is no doubt that Libya was 
heavily involved in the Sudanese coup at­ 
tempt,” said another U.S. source 
"Much equipment — including trucks, 
tanks, artillery and antitank guns — was 
captured in Sudan and it bears the same 
marking as other Soviet shipments to 


Libya, with the address ’Bengasi' on the 
crates. 
"We believe, from circumstantial 
evidence available to us, that 1,000 to 
2,000 troops were trained and equipped in 
Libya and transports ted from there to 
the Sudan,” he said. 
"Most of the people seemed to have 
been a melange of Middle East 
nationalities but, even discounting the 
evidence given under torture and other 
pressure, there seems to be no doubt that 
the troops came from Libya.” 
Libya has received a considerable 
quantity of arms from the Soviet Union, 
while Sadat has evicted all his Russian 
advisers and has agreed with the United 
States to purchase Cl30 transport planes. 
Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
has predicted future agreements "might 
even include a rifle or two.” 
One source said Egypt probably would 
not act against Libya unless there was 
some kind of concensus among Arab 
leaders. 
"Sadat,” he said, "would never think 
of doing anything like that unless he got 
the other Arab leaders to support him,” 


Sheriff services 
low in No. County 


Lompoc, Santa Maria and 
Santa Ynez Valley areas are 
among the north county sectors 
currently receiving somewhat 
lower levels of service from the 
Sheriff’s Department than 
south coastal areas, the Board 
of Supervisors has been in­ 
formed. 
County supervisors have 
received and filed a report from 
the county administrative of­ 
fice which points out that up to 
July 1. north county areas got 
higher service level readings 
than the south coast. 
But that was reversed, ac­ 
cording to a report drawn up by 
administrative analyst Stephen 
Allyn and submittal by Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson to the board. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
and U n d ersh eriff L a rry 
Marshall attended the board 
session when the figures were 
released, and did not contest 
them. The report was furnished 
to give the board and Local 
Agency Formation Commission 
(LAFCO) some basic informa­ 
tion as to whether Goleta 
Valley is or is not getting ex­ 
tended sheriff’s law enforce­ 
ment coverage. 
The city of Santa Barbara has 
claimed Goleta Valley sheriff’s 
costs are being borne in part by 
city taxpayers without sheriff’s 
services in return. City tax­ 
payers meanwhile are paying 
for their own police depart­ 
ment. the -allegation stated. 
The adm inistrative office 
report seemed to indicate 
Goleta Valley was getting good, 
basic sheriff's services, but not 
urban-type, or extended, ser­ 


vices to justify setting up a 
special service district to levy 
taxes for police protection. 
The report noted that north 
county service levels declined 
somewhat after Ju ly 1 — and 
went below south coast levels 
for the first time — due to a cut 
of 11 positions in the Patrol 
Division of the department in 
1976-77 fiscal year 
This included six deleted in 
the proposed budget and five 
more deputy positions not being 
funded to meet the board’s cut 
of 6125,000, it was explained. 
The report stated it was 
learned “ actual deployment’’ of 
officers for the Lompoc area 
for the past fiscal year was nine 
with seven deployed this fiscal 
year. 
Number of deployed officers 
for the Santa Maria area was 
* 
cut from 18 last fiscal year to 16 
this fiscal year, the report in­ 
dicated, while Cuyama kept its 
two Officers 


Service level in the south 
coast area was shown to be one 
deputy in the field for 1,225 
persons. This ratio was shwon 
to be one deputy per 1,872 
persons, for Lompoc; one 
deputy per 1,382 persons for 
Santa Maria, and one deputy 
per 1,406 persons in Santa Ynez 
V alley, where the number 
deployed was reduced from 
nine to eight this year. 
Cuyama’s ratio is one deputy 
per 1,570 persons. 


However, it was indicated 
that the sheriff forces are 
shifted about from one beat to 
another to meet activity levels 
in many areas.

The current registration list 
numbers about 180,000. down 
from the 1976 Prim ary election 
registration of 187.403 when 
some 16,000 mailings of sample 
ballots were returned as being 
“ undeliverable” by the Post Of­ 
fice. 


As the committee met in the

A d m in is tra tio n 
„Building, Menzel’s staff con­ 
firmed that the County Election 
O ffice here has s till not 
received its first batch of post­ 
card registration forms. They 
are expected sometime during 
the week of Aug 9. 


Efforts of the citizens’ com­ 
mittee - plus the postcard 
registration program — are ex­ 
pected to enhance dramatically 
the voter registration total for 
the November General Elec­ 
tion, Menzel said. 
The plight of handicapped 
persons in attempting to vote 
was discussed, with Menzel 
pointing out that their use of 
absentee ballots might be of as­ 
sistance in insuring their 
voting A spokesman for those 
confined to wheel chairs 
emphasized that “ we are 
another minority wanting to be 
involved.” 
The committee appeared to 
be in agreement with Menzel 
that education was a foremost 
weapon to be used in getting 
more persons registered and 
voting. Purging of thousands of 
persons from voting lists takes 
place each year for failure to 
vote, and there is still little 
realization on the part of these 
people th a t they m ust 
reregister for this reason, and 
also when th ey change 
residence.

Farm House fights alcoholism

(Editor’s Note; This is the 
last of a two-part series). 
Since Richard Jarrette took 
over the reins as director of the 
Farm House last February, he 
has introduced a “ different 
design and approach.” 
Both Jarrette and Dr. Loretta 
Grossi. president of the Farm 
House board of directors since 
1974, agree the key to the new 
approach is involvement and 
teaching alco h o lics the 
frightening facts which sur­ 
round alcohol abuse 
“ They oall alcoholism the 
three-headed dragon,” said the 
director. “ It is an emotional, 
physical and mental drngon. 
Emotionally, alcohol stunts a 
person’s emotional growth. If a 
person starts drinking at 14, he 
stops growing emotionally at a 
14-year-old level. 
“ M entally, alcoholism is 
called a disease of denial 
because an alcoholic can 
seldom admit that he is an 
alcoholic. Before they admit 
they have a disease, they can’t 
seek a cure. 
“ Physically, you could fill a 
whole newspaper with the af­ 
fects of alcohol and still not 
have enough room to print them 
— from neuritis, to blindness, 
to cancer, to cirrhosis of the 
liv e r, 
to 
perm anent, 
irreparable brain and liver 
damage, to impotency — which 
is very common to hepatitis, to 
malnutrition and the list goes 
M l.” 
Jarrette then graphically dis­ 
played the course of an 
alcoholic’s life in the shape of 
an upside down bell curve. On 
the downward trend the 
alcoholic loses his job, his 
home, his family and then final­ 
ly dies. He said recovery must 
intercept sometime before 
death to complete the upward 
slope when the alcoholic 
restructures his life. 
Jarrette said the staff at the 
Farm House doesn’t take a 
stand against alcohol itself. 
“ It is the person's own 
responsibility to take a stand 
against alcohol,” 
explained 
Jarrette. “ We teach people how 
to find ways to fulfill their 
needs without suffering #- we 
teach them new behaviors 
through involvem ent with 
others with the same problem. 
“ The program is living in a 
family home environment with 
other alcoholics without alcohol 
and dealing on a day to day 
basis with the dilemmas erf 
everyday 
livin g w ithout 
alcohol. What this means is that 
since a person does live in a 
group, they do have respon­ 
sibilities to themselves and to a 
group. What we do here is teach 
people how to accept respon­ 
sibility.” 
Jarrette established a resi­ 
dent council of inmates to 
emphasize individual and group 
involvement. 
“ There used to be no way in 
the past a resident could exer­ 
cise any control,” claimed the 
26-year-old director, “ so I 
created this council and raised 
them equal to me. They can 
evaluate the staff or any of the 
programs ” He added, however 
that he has veto power over the 
resident council. 
“ The council has the respon­ 
sibility of preparing meals, 
planning menus and doing all 
the chores from taking care of 
the animals, to painting the 
structure, to scrubbing the 
bathrooms daily. Each member 
is assigned a chore by the resi­ 
dent council on a rotational 
basis 
Under Jarrette’s guidance, 
the.Farm House uses a variety 
of other methods to make its 


residents aw are of their 
problem and to display ways to 
combat alcoholism. 
Upon acceptance into the 
home, residents sign a contract 
which requires them to meet in 
a house peer group, alcohol 
education, 
tran sactio n al 
analysis, assertive training and 
growth groups once each week. 
In the house peer group, the 
residents and staff meet to hash 
out any difficulties they may be 
having as a therapeutic com­ 
munity, Jarrette said. 
“ Transactional analysis is a 
meeting t6 evaluate how in­ 
dividuals interact with other 
human beings on three different 
levels — adult, parent and 
child,” Jarrette explained. 
The assertive training group, 
according to the director, is a 
class where an individual 
learns specific skills in human 
interaction. The home uses 
videotape to teach the process 
“ One of the alcoholics biggest 
problems is . that they almost 
totally lack assertiveness in 
almost all aspects of life,” 
remarked Jarrette. 
The growth group is run by 
B ill LaRocco, alcoholism ser­ 
vice coordinator for this area 
from Alcoholic Services in 
Santa Barbara. Here residents 
discuss problems without the 
regular staff preesent Jarrette 
said his staff doesn’t know what 
goes on in the meetings, “ and 
we don’t want to know what 
goes on.” 
The contract also requires 
residents to meet once each 
week for separate counseling 
sessions with Jarrette and one 
of the two program guides. 
The Farm House is complete­ 
ly separate from Alcoholics 
Anonymous, said Jarrette, but 
AA twice weekly rents the 
home’s fa cilitie s to hold 
meetings which are mandatory 
for all residents. 
Further, Jarrette said work 
projects around the Farm 
House are very important to 
build self esteem. 
The Farm House has a max­ 
imum capacity of 11 with one 
bed used for the iive-in house 
manager. Although the total is 
always fluctuating, Jarrette 
said the home is almost always 
full and he commonly has a 
waiting list. 
The routes the residents take 
to the Farm House are seldom 
two alike. 
“ They come from all social 
stratas and a ll kinds of 
backgrounds, none of which are 
predominant,” Jarrette said. 
“ Where they have gotten 
themselves into is a pretty com­ 
mon place, but where they 
come from is pretty diverse. 
"W e don’t admit just anyone 
into the program,” warned the 
director, “ They have to be 
sincere in making a commit­ 
ment and they also have to be 
sober. Some people just are not 
appropriate to the program we 
run here and are just a waste of 
our time and money.” 
He said residents come 
basically from Santa Barbara 
county and are recommended 
by word of mouth, doctors, AA, 
welfare departments, the Air 
Force and private businesses 
which he commended for 
recognizing alcoholism as a dis­ 
ease and granting leaves of 
absence for treatment 
“ Our clientele is starting to 
reflect more middle class 
alcoholics — both men and 
women,” said the director. 
Although the number of women 
who are admitting they are 
alcoholics is rising, he said men 
are still the majority. At the 
Farm House he said the age 
range stretches from 18 to as 
old as TO with an average age 
between 40 and 45.

“ It is kind of like the 
presidency,”

“ You don’t start working 
toward the position in 
September, you start in the spr­ 
ing in the primaries and build in 
small increments. That’s what 
we teach here — to build in 
small increments ami then you 
add them up and maybe pretty 
soon you see that you’ve made 
it.”

Legal action against the 
county to prevent the splitting 
of fish and game fines money 
totaling 615,822 to allow con­ 
tinued funding of Lake 
Cachuma trout plantings was 
declared a possibility Friday. 
County Fish and Game Ad­ 
visory Committee member Phil 
Gauntt, of Goleta, said commit­ 
tee chairman Robert Trapp 
Jr., Santa Maria attorney, is 
“ seriously thinking about ob­ 
taining a temporary restraining 
order” to stop implementation 
of action voted Aug. 2 by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
The supervisors caused un­ 
happiness among committee 
members by turning down their 
request first for the entire sum, 
then for a m ajority of the 
money which the committee as­ 
serted was needed to fund their 
w ildlife “ propagation and 
restoration” program. 
Gauntt tad the supervisors 
the use of fines money for trout 
plants is illegal in his opinion, 
as the trout are quickly caught 
ami are not reproducing. 
The committee has contested 
an opinion from the county 
counsel’s office that the use of 
fines money for fish plants is 
legal. 
Trapp indicated to the super­ 
visors Aug. 2 that the commit­ 
tee wanted, if possible, to avoid 
a lawsuit as it would be lengthy 
and costly for both sides. 
Committee members began 
thinking about legal action, it 
was learned, after the board 
refused to act on a further com­ 
promise proposal. 
Trapp said the committee 
would be satisfied if the board 
allocated only enough of the 
fine revenues to make the 
Cachuma trout budget equal to 
last year’s budget. 
This would give the commit­ 
tee about 610,000 to carry out its 
program, he said. 
But his proposal, w hile 
backed by Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, who 
offered a motion to that effect, 
did not get the support of se­ 
cond to the motion. 
Earlier, Fletcher had vainly 
sought te have the entire fines 
fund handed over to the com­ 
mittee. 
The committee has been con­ 
testing with the Park Depart­ 
ment for more control of the 
fines money since its organiza­ 
tion. Park Director Michael 
Pahos and the Park Commis­ 
sion have supported the idea of 
trout plants to keep revenues 
coming in at the lake during 
slow whiter months. 
Committee spokesmen have 
repeatedly said they do not op­ 
pose trout plants per se, but do 
oppose using fines money to 
help fund them.

CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (UP!)

Catholics 
cheer 
Ford talk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford brought 100,000 
enthusiastically 
applauding 
Roman Catholics to their feet 
when he slipped an apparent 
reference to opposing abortion 
into what had been heralded as 
a nonpolitical speech to the 41st 
Eucharistic Congress in Phila­ 
delphia. 
His reference to concern over 
“ increased irreverence for 
life” was greeted with cheers, 
sustained applause and a 
standing ovation in the John F. 
Kennedy Stadium. 
The President returned to 
Washington after the brief 
speech, and was spending today 
at work in the Oval Office and 
in staff meeting including an 
afternoon meeting of the 
National Security Council. 
“We are rightly concerned to­ 
day about the rising tide of 
secularism across the world,” 
Ford told the congress. “ I share 
your deep appreciation about 
the increased irreverence for 
life.” 


Ford seemed to have slipped 
in wording his remarks, and 
presumably meant to suggest 
he had “apprehension” instead 
of “appreciation” about irrev­ 
erence toward life. The throng, 
clearly inferring opposition to 
abortion, gave the President its 
most enthusiastic applause. 
The reaction by the largest 
crowd Ford has addressed this 
year left the President smiling. 
His speech was televised in 
some areas. 


The Catholic Church opposes 
abortion, and Ford has said he 
feels the Supreme Court went 
too far in allowing them But he 
has not endorsed a constitution­ 
al amendment against abor­ 
tions. He did not mention abor­ 
tion specifically Sunday. 
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Scientists 
still seek 
disease clue 
HARRISBURG. P». (UPI) - 
Scientists are still searching for 
the first solid clue in their 
frustrating attempt to identify 
the American Legion mystery 
illness. 
They have ordered a detailed 
look at the lives of thousands of 
persons who attended a Legion 
convention in Philadelphia. 
The death toll rose to 27 Sun­ 
day. Authorities announced the 
deaths of two more victims — 
Dennis Boyle, 60, of Luzerne 
County, and Harold Davis, 86. 
of Philadelphia In addition, 152 
cases of the illness have been 
confirmed 
Scientists searched for a 
virus or poison that may have 
caused the illness. They al­ 
ready have ruled out bacteria 
or a highly contagious virus, but 
research ers say a slow- 
growing. freak virus could be 
the cause. 
Dr Leonard Bachman, state 
health secretary, asked all 
American Legion members and 
family members who attended 
the July 21 24 convention to fill 
out a detailed questionnaire 
“We are trying to form a very 
detailed profile of all of the con­ 
ventioneers.” said Dr. William 
Parkin, Pennsylvania’s chief 
epidemiologist. “We want to 
get a statistical profile of those 
who became ill and those who 
did not, and then look for 
significant differences.” 
There are 23 parts to the 
questionnaire 
Many of the questions focus 
on hotels where the activities 
were held, and on one day in 
particular — July 23, one of the 
busiest days of the convention.

Life on Mars plays 
hide and seek game

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PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
If there is life on Mars, maybe 
it likes to play hide-and-seek. 
Scientists at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory frankly admit 
they do not know what to make 
of results beamed back to earth 
from Viking l’s robot laborato­ 
ry on the surface of the red 
planet. 
Results suggest “at least the 
possibility of biological ac­ 
tivity" - life - there. 
Scientists are careful to say 
they are making no claim now 
The results also could be caused 
by an instrument error, by un­ 
known qualities of Martian soil 
or by some yet unsuspected fac­ 
tor. 
“It’s a tantalizing result, no 
question about that,” Dr. 
Harold Klein, chief of the 
biology team, said Sunday, but 
“right now we have half the in­ 
formation we need.” 
The biologists (Man to present 
to a scientific session Tuesday 
the puzzling data received last 


The pyrolitic release ex­ 
periment, which looks for 
carbon assimilation by micro­ 
organisms. showed a radioac­ 
tive curve six times higher than 
anticipated. Another puzzling 
result came from the labeled 
release experiment, which 
showed a second surge of 
radioactivity when more nutri­ 
ent was added to the Martian 
soil in its test chamber. 
Klein said the remits of the 


pyrolitic experiment “suggest 
at least the possibility of 
biological activity in the sam­ 
ple being incubated.” 
“I want to emphasize we 
have not discovered life on 
Mars.” cautioned Dr. Norman 
Horowitz. But he also conceded 
“the data is conceivably of 
biological origin.” 
More results are expected 
back across the more than 215 
million miles from Mars on 
Aug. 23, rechecking the original 
exp iments, Klein said. 
“It is entirely possible that 
some unsuspected instrument 
malfunction, or inherent chemi­ 
cal property of the (Martian) 
surface material” is responsi­ 
ble. Klein said. 
In the recheck, the soil sam­ 
ple will be sterilized first so no 
organisms could remain, ensur­ 
ing that if the results are the 
same, some other factor is at 
work. 
Viking’s soil-scooping arm, 
stuck since Tuesday, was reac­ 
tivated this weekend. The trou­ 
ble might have been caused by 
frost on Mars, where the 
temperature is usually far 
below zero. 
Meanwhile, Viking 2 slipped 
into an egg-shaped orbit around 
Mars Saturday, preparing to 
land a second life-seeking 
robot, set for Sept. 4. 
Viking 2 and the portion of 
Viking 1 still orbiting were 
scanning Mars for a safe place 
to land the second instrument 
package 


Ford favors 
moderate 
for v.p. 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (UPI) - 
President Ford says he will 
pick a middle-of-the-road run­ 
ning m ate, then win in 
November because voters will 
favor the performances of Ford 
over the promises of Jimmy 
Carter.- 
In a weekend interview, Ford 
said he has “more than 12 per­ 
sons” under consideration as a 
running mate. All are “dead 
even” so far. 
The possibilities include his 
rival for the Republican nomi­ 
nation, Ronald Reagan, Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller, 
former Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally, Sen. Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, Anne Armstrong, 
ambassador to Britain, and 
Sen. Edward Brooke of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Ford told UPI and Associated 
Press reporters in the Aspen 
Lodge of this Catoctin Mountain 
presidential retreat Saturday 
that he probably will announce 
his running mate Aug. 18, the 
day the GOP convention picks 
its presidential candidate and 
the das^ before the vice 
presidential candidate is 
nominated. 
“I consider myself middle-of- 
the-road within the Republican 
spectrum and I would want 
somebody close enough right or 
left of that center so that I 
would feel compatible ideologi­ 
cally,” Ford said. 
Asked about Reagan’s choice 
of liberal Pennsylvania Sen. 
Richard Schweiker as a run­ 
ning mate, Ford said, “I do not 
believe I would go that far to 
that edge of the spectrum.” 


Ford all but took it for 
granted he will defeat Reagan 
for the GOP nomination. He 
also said he was “very op­ 
tim istic” he will defeat a 
“vulnerable” Carter. 


“Anybody that seeks to get a 
public office by promises, 
without any experience, I think 
is basically vulnerable,” he 
said. “The public has listened 
to a good many promises in 
political campaigns over the 
years.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
The forces of President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan, seeking to 
avert a party-splitting fight, are 
trying to write a “ unity” 
Republican platform and al­ 
ready have agreed on the 
economic and foreign policy 
planks. 
But Reagan’s staunchest sup­ 
porters, led by Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C., charge their 
man is selling out to Ford. They 
pledged to fight today for a 
strong statement of conserva­ 
tive ideals in the platform, in­ 
cluding such issues as the 
Panama Canal, Cuba, detente, 
national defense, busing and 
gun control. 
Reagan sent a mailgram to 
all 106 members of the platform 
committee Sunday, calling for 
support of platform planks on a 
strong national defense, tight 
control of government spen­ 
ding, an end to forced busing 
and opposition to abortion ac­ 
cept when a mother’s life is 
threatened. 
But the Reagan list avoided 
specific issues which have 


divided him ami Ford — such as 
the Panama Canal — and was 
sufficiently vague on others 
that Ford himself probably 
could support the positions even 
if some of Reagan’s supporters 
could not. 
The platform committee and 
its subcommittees scheduled 
public hearings today through 
Wednesday and will draft the 
platform Thursday and Friday. 
Among those testifying were 
Vice P r e s i d e n t Nelson 
Rockefeller, Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz and Budget 
Director James Lynn. 


The Helms forces flexed their 
muscle during the first meeting 
of Uie platform committee Sun­ 
day afternoon, winning a move 
to have each subcommittee 
elect its chairm an and 
cochairman rather than have 
them appointed by the platform 
chairman, Iowa Gov. Robert 
Ray. 


The 42-39 vote likely will have 
little effect on the outcome 
either of the platform or of the 
makeup of the subcommittees. 


But it demonstrated both the 
strength of the grassroots 
Reagan supporters and their 
basic suspicion of the “esta­ 
blishment” forces. 
Some hours after the Helms 
forces made their charge, Ray 
confirmed proposed platform 
language dealing with several 
issues — including foreign 
policy and the economy — had 
been presented to each side 
“and they said this was an ap­ 
proach they approved of.” 
“They don’t seem to be in dis­ 
agreement in what has been 
presented to them,” Ray said. 
“They have not objected.” 
Spokesmen for both Ford and 
Reagan said there had been 
contacts between the two sides, 
using intermediaries. They said 
a platform could be drawn to 
satisfy both men. 
“We would like a platform 
that unites the party rather 
than divides it,” said Martin 
Anderson, a Reagan lieutenant. 
William Seidman, a chief 
Ford aide, said, “The feeling I 
get is that neither side wants to 
do anything to hurt the party.” 
Carter answers fund diversions 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jim­ 
my Carter says the alleged 
practice of some blade preach­ 
ers pocketing campaign funds 
— as some of his apparently 
were pocketed — grew histori­ 
cally out of the black exclusion 
from the political process. 
Carter was to fly to Washing­ 
ton today on a one-day trip, to 
speak at Ralph Nader’s Public 
Citizen Forum and to meet at 
the Capitol with congressional 
committee chairmen and 
groups of Democratic congres­ 
sional candidates. 
Nader, the consumer ad­ 
vocate, visited Carter in Plains 
during the weekend and praised 
the Democratic presidential 
nominee’s position on health, 
consumer protection, environ­ 
ment, energy and the need to 
develop new ways to make the 
government more responsive 
Nader said Carter had the 


best stands on consumer mat­ 
ters of any major presidential 
candidate “in recent decades.” 
Carter, in turn, criticized 
President Ford for nominating 
members of the Nixon-Ford 
White House staff to consumer 
posts. Carter said his appoint­ 
ments to major regulatory and 
consumer protection agencies 
would be “the kind of persons 
who have as their primary in­ 
terest consumers themsel­ 
ves.” 
Carter talked to reporters in 
his front yard Sunday after 
church about allegations that 
his organization paid campaign 
funds that wound up in the 
pockets of black preachers 
The Los Angeles Times 
reported that Carter staffers 
had paid out $5,000 in street 
money to four black preachers 
in the San Francisco area 
before the June 8 California 


primary. 
•The Times also said it had 
discovered instances in the 
final California, Ohio and New 
Jersey primaries where Carter 
campaign funds were spent in 
black communities without the 
required receipts. 
Carter said his campaign had 
held rallies in 15 tS 20 churches, 
almost all in the black com­ 
munity, and had paid salaries of 
$25 to $50 a week, plus other ex­ 
penses for heating, distributing 
literature and cleanup 
“That’s a completely legiti­ 
mate thing.” he said.

Solvang’s tiny park, located 
in the heart of the Danish- 
American tourist attraction and 
the flag-bedecked 
Buellton 
Parkway, also known as the 
Avenue of Flags, are both part 
of the County park system but if 
a county study justifies it, both 
park areas may come under 
maintenance jurisdiction of the 
two local entities. 
They a re the So lv an g 
M un icipal 
Im provem en t 
District in Solvang and the 
Buellton Community Services 
District in Buellton. 
Although neither district has 
commented officially on action 
taken by the county supervisors 
last week authorizing County 
Park Director Mike Pah os to 
launch an investigation to 
determine the feasibility of 
transfer of maintenance to 
SMID and the BCSD. it is 
known that both local districts 
are not jumping with joy over 
the prospects of taking the park 
and parkway, respectively, un­ 
der their whig. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beat­ 
tie . who re p re se n ts the 
Lompoc- Santa Ynez Valleys on 
the board, feels that the county 
has an obligation to maintain 
both the park and parkway. 
Supervisor James Slater has a 
different opinion. He claims the 
parkway isn’t a park but admits 
he doesn’t “ fell the sam e" 
about the Solvang Park. 
The Solvang Park, which 
covers less than an acre and 
which is trangular in shape, 
was given to the town of 
Solvang about 1934 by the Three 
Gregersen brothers, Albert, 
now of Santa Barbara, Halfdan, 
now of New York and the late 
Dr. Magnus Gregersen, who 
was a professor of physiology at 
Columbia University. The land 
had originally been owned by 
the brothers' parents, the Rev. 
and Mrs J.M Gregersen. Rev 
Gregersen was one of the three 
founding fathers of Solvang. 
During the early years, when 
there was no form of local 
government in Solvang, care of 
the park property was assumed 
by a "park committee" of the 
then Solvang Businessmen's

Valley will not be changed dur­ 
ing the time of the program.

Many additions have been 
made to the park grounds since 
it was first given to Solvang. 
Due to a fund raising effort of 
the one-time Solvang Business 
Women’s Assn., a Danish style 
bandstand was created 
The 
town's flagpole, which once 
graced the center of the in­ 
tersection of Copenhagen Drive 
(then Main Street) and First 
Street was moved from its 
original location to the park in 
November of 196*. Daily it 
carries the banners of the 
United States and Denmark. 


Restrooms were also built on 
the park grounds, as well as a 
Danish-style school bus waiting 
place for students attending 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 


A sun dial stone monument 
was dedicated June 6, 1996, on 
Solvang’s 26th anniversary in 
honor of Rev, and M rs. 
Gregersen. 


Latest addition to the park 
scene came last May with the 
placement and dedication of a 
bronze bust of Hans Christian 
Andersen, the famed Danish 
fairy tale author 


The park is fitted with tables 
and benches and its green lawn 
and shade trees attract thou­ 
sands of visitors throughout the 
year. It is one of the most pop­ 
ular tourist spots in Solvang 
The lawn covered Buellton 
Parkway came into being 
following completion of the 
92.t00.000 freeway by-pass cm 
the town in 1966. 
The land now occupied by the 
parkway was once the U.S. 101 
artery through Buellton. 
In itially , bu sin ess and 
townspeople envisioned a 
major development along the 
parkway, including desert 
plantings at each entrance 
north and south, recreational 
picnic areas, a theater in the 
round, showing of outdoor 
film s, establishm ent of a 
western or historical museum 
and a site for town festivals. 
Early plans also called for 
the planting of turf and un­ 
derground sprinkler systems. 
With the exception of the turf 
and the sprinklers, many of the 
early projections were placed 
on the shelf. 
The lighting system was in­ 
stalled in 1966 and eight 50-foot 
flagpoles were set along the 
parkway in 1968 Today, the 
poles carry the Stars and 
Stripes and Bennington ’76 
nags, All of the flags are il­ 
luminated at night

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.«a Senior citizen, handicapped 
bus need in Valley related 


The need to keep the bus serv­ 
ing the Senior Citizens Center in 
Solvang as well as handicapped 
residents of the Santa Ynez 
Valley in continued operation 
was stressed by Shirly Denny, 
head of the Community Action 
Commission Center, in an ap­ 
pearance before the board of 
d irecto rs of the Solvang 
M unicipal Im provem en t 
District Thursday night. 
Ms. Denny told the board the 
bus service for valley seniors 
and others in the valley was 
given a month’s reprieve last 
week when the county board of 
supervisors came forth with 
emergency funding of 96,000 to 
man the tra n sp o rta tio n 
program in the valley and other 
areas of the county. 
The colder director said the 
bus program has been in opera­ 
tion for two years and provides 
transportation to seniors for 
shopping, medical appoint­ 
ments and emergencies. 
It has offered an average of 
900 rides a month to about 110 
people who are without other 
means of transportation. The 
bus from the center covers the 
entire Santa Ynez Valley area 
In addressing the SMID 
board, she called upon the 
directors to exert whatever in­ 
fluence they could to reinstitute 
sufficient funding for the tran­ 
sportation program 
The SMID board agreed bo 
explore the situation by con­ 
ferring with county officials. 
They indicated they would dis­ 
cuss the problem further at 
another regular meeting later 
this month. 
Ronald Desmore of Valley 
Taxi Service also appeared 
before the board and asked that 
his firm be considered for the 
transportation service noting 
that his taxi was available 
longer hours and more days of 
the week. 
Although the parking area 
serving the Solvang Post office 
and located between the post of­ 
fice and the south end of 
Copenhagen Square was under 
the jurisdication of SMID, 
Harold Wipf of the U.S. Postal 
Service met with the board to 
review what the postal service 
had already done in the way of 
setting up eight 16-minute park­ 
ing spaces in the area which has 
a total capactiy of 16 
Wipf told the board the work 
was instituted and completed 
without formal notification to 
SMID because of an error in 
communication between the 
district and the postal service. 
The parking pattern in the 
eight parking spaces, which are 
now fitted with bumper blocks, 
has been changed from perpen­ 


dicular to diagonal and a series 
of blocks and signs have been 
placed (Hi the north side of the 
post office building to prevent 
parking in this area. 
Wipf also said the postal ser­ 
vice plans to change the loca­ 
tion of the motor mail drop box 
to the north side of the parking 
strip. Since it was originally in­ 
stalled. it has been directly 
north of the post office building 
necessitating drivers to reach 
all the way across the front seat 
of their cars to make a mail 
drop out the right side front 
window. 
A bit of humor emerged dur­ 
ing the session when Wipf told 
the board the signs were effec­ 
tive as far as law enforcement 
officials were concerned 
He 
said that his car was tagged 
with a warning citation after 
parking overtime while he was 
finishing up business in the post 
office. 
The board was advised that a 
parking variance which had 
been granted for the proposed 
Solvang Cinem a, a movie 
theater on Second Street next to 
the Solvang Festival Theater, 
had been revoked pending com­ 
pletion of an environmental as­ 
sessment on the development. 
SMID directors were told the 
county planning department 
and county supervisors had 
missed the environmental step 
in granting the variance for the 
theater proposed by William 
Luton Jr The Theater will con­ 
tain a pair of separate screen­ 
ing rooms with 299 seats in one 
and 182 in the other. 
In other action, the SMID 
board: 
—Accepted dedication of 
water main by the Solvang 
Lutheran Home. The main will 
transverse a portion of the 
home property and will serve to 
provide water for the proposed 
housing tract 12,041. 
—Received a memo from the 
State Water Resources Control 
Board noting that the California 
Department of Health and the 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board, in answer to an inquiry, 
deemed that the proposed 
SMID-Santa Ynez Community 
Services District joint project 
for handling of wastewater 
from Santa Ynez would have no 
significant impact on the water 
supply downstream of the 
Buellton Community Services 
District. 
—Reviewed an environmen­ 
tal im pact report on the 
proposed Woods condominium 
project north erf the Veterans 
Memorial Building and south of 
Laurel Avenue. D irectors 
raised some questions relative 
to providing of fire protection.

LAHORE, Pakistan (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer concluded talks with 
Prime Minister Zulfikar All 
Bhutto today and announced 
that the United States would 
send wheat to flood-ravaged 
Pakistan 
With Bhutto present, Kissing­ 
er announced at an airport news 
conference before his depar­ 
ture for Paris that the United 
States would provide 200.000 
tons of wheat under Public Law 
480 to a ssist Pakistan's 
recovery from flood damage. 
He expressed on behalf of 
President Ford and the Ameri­ 
can people profound sympathy 
over the disaster caused by 
floods and rains which have af­ 
fected more than 1.7 million 
persons 


More than 11,000 houses were 
damaged and more than 3,276 
villages left isolated. More than 
100 deaths have been reported 
from Pakistan’s richest and 
most populous province of 
P unjab. B h u tto ’s hom e 
province of Sind is also 
threatened by serious flooding. 
Bhutto had been expected to 
press the United States for five 
squadrons of A7 Corsair fighter- 
bombers, Pakistani Air Force 
sources said the Air Force was 
interested in acquiring up to 
five squadrons of the subsonic 
fighters, which are equipped 
with Sidewinder missiles and 
can carry up to 15,000 pounds of 
ordnance. 
He likes 
good life 
in prison 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UP!) 
— Johnson Van Dyke Grigsby is 
91 years old and has been in 
prison 66 years. He was paroled 
but couldn’t adjust to life out­ 
side, so returned voluntarily. 
Now, he gets his wish. He can 
stay in prison. 
Grigsby is credited with the 
longest imprisonment In mod­ 
em times, and he isn’t worried 
whether or not he will spend the 
rest of his life behind bars. 
For Grigsby, one day is like 
another, officials at the Indiana 
State Prison say. 
Grigsby was convicted in 1906 
of kilUng a man during a tavern 
brawl at Anderson, Ind. He was 
paroled from his life sentence 
to a nursing home in December, 
1974. But after spending 17 
months there and at a second 
nursing facility, he returned to 
the prison voluntarily last May. 
He just couldn’t adjust to life 
"on the outside,” officials said. 
The Indiana Parole Board 
decreed last week that unless a 
suitable nursing home could be 
found to care for him, Grigsby 
could remain in prison. 
“It’s in the hands of the 
parole officer,” said Jack 
Duckworth, the prison’s assist­ 
ant warden. ”He will explore 
all the possibilities, but of 
course there hasn’t been enough 
time since the parole board 
meeting to concentrate on the 
case.” 
Grigsby told the board he 
didn’t mind staying in prison, 
but he would like to keep busy 
— at least part of the time. 
”He would like to do things 
like tidying up his ward,” said 
Duckworth. “At his age — he is 
just being feeble, and that’s the 
mark of time — but he is alert 
and reality-oriented 
He can 
take care of himself.” 
Duckworth said Grigsby, 
whose confinement was accept­ 
ed by the Guinness Book of 
Records as the longest of its 
kind, is in a “ senior citizen 
ward ” occupied by three or 
four other prisoners. 


Retired engineer has shot at Congress 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A1 
Dehr, a retired safety engineer 
for the state, says he wasn’t too 
excited when he read newspa­ 
per stories that Rep. Robert 
Leggett was involved in a 
tangled sex life on Capitol Hill. 
But the reports had a 
dramatic impact on Dehr’s own 
future — they greatly boosted 
the odds he might go to 
Washington as a congressman. 
“I think my chances are fair­ 
ly good now,” the softspoken 
Dehr said in an interview. 
"Before, I jokingly said I had a 
one out of 200 chance.” 
Dehr, 63, of Citrus Heights, 
won a shot at Leggett by 


defeating two other Republi­ 
cans in the June 8 primary. At 
the time, he felt he did not want 
any Democrat to run unop­ 
posed. 
The Republican National 
Committee is conducting sur­ 
veys and looking more closely 
at the race to see what Dehr’s 
chances are of knocking off 
Leggett, who has served seven 
consecutive terms in Congress. 
One Republican official said 
Leggett’s seat may become one 
of the GOP’s top targets in the 
state. 
Dehr, however, is not alone in 
coveting the district that in­

Bus driver unable 
to give testimony 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (UPI) - 
The key witness in a federal in­ 
quiry into the Yuba City High 
School bus crash that killed 28 
students is still hospitalized and 
will not testify.

Prothero, 50, was “almost 
broken in two” in the May 21 
crash at Martinez, Calif., 
hospital officials said.

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North China 
hit again 
by quake 


HONG KONG (UPI) — A new 
earthquake rocked the North 
China area near Peking early 
today but there were no im­ 
mediate reports of damage or 
casualties. 


The Royal Observatory here 
said it recorded a slight quake 
“in the general region of 
Peking” at 7:46 a.m.(6:46 p.m. 
EDT Sunday) but could not pin­ 
point its magnitude and precise 
location because it was 
relatively small. 


The Japanese Meteorological 
Agency in Tokyo also said the 
quake’s magnitude "was too 
weak” to estimate. 


Japan’s Kyodo News Agency 
reported from Peking earlier 
that “a considerably strong 
earthquake was felt in Peking 
Monday morning,” lasting 
more than 10 seconds. 


But diplomats and other 
foreign residents of Peking con­ 
tacted by telephone from Hong 
Kong said they did not feel the 
tremor. 


In a commentary broadcast 
by Peking Radio at the time the 
new quake occurred, the 
Chinese Communist party 
newspaper People’s Daily said 
reports that 10,000 miners had 
escaped from the large Kailuan 
coal mining complex during the 
July 28 quake was ‘‘a miracle.”

coastline, given a boost by a 
construction industry endor­ 
sement, faces an important As­ 
sembly committee vote this 
week. 
Two rival coastal protection 
bills and a measure designed to 
preserve 12 million acres of 
prime agricultural land face a 
crucial deadline vote in a 
Senate committee. 
The main coastal measure 
(SB1277) is backed by conser­ 
vationists and Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. The powerful As­ 
sociated General Contractors of 
California added its endorse­ 
ment last week and Brown 
scheduled a meeting with labor 
leaders to seek their approval. 
Assembly Natural Resources

Ken Fischer cleared away 
stacks of home listings from his 
desk at a suburban Tampa, 
Fla., real estate office and 
leaned bade in his chair. 
“Frankly,” he said, “the only 
way to stay ahead of housing 
prices is to own. The problem is 
coming up with the initial in­ 
vestment.” 
The nation’s real estate and 
home development industries 
-j- bogged down by the recent 
recession — is showing a steady 
recovery as more and more 
persons seek to invest in homes. 
In many areas, older homes 
are being snapped up as soon as 
they go on the market. New 
homes are selling with equal 
elan. 
Florida is back on its way to a 
real estate boom, Atlanta is sl­ 
owly rebuilding its real estate 
market and sales are strong in 
such areas as Chicago. New 
York, Boston, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
Rural real estate sales also 
seem to be picking up. 
Bob Swift, real estate editor 
for the Miami Herald, said real 
estate advertising volume has 
been "a lot better than I ex­ 
pected so far this year ... The 
advertising volume isn’t as 
good as two years ago. but it's 
bouncing back sooner than I 
thought it would.” 
Several Miami-area realtors 
also said there was no lack of 
buyers and that most homes 
seldom remained on the market 
more than four to six weeks 
Central Florida home sales 
were picking up after a serious 
slump. Sales in the $30,000 
range have leveled off. accord­ 
ing to a spokesm an for 
developers. The spokesman 
said sales are picking up best in 
the $35,000 to $50,000 range and 
are coming up strong In the 
$45,000 to $60,000 range. 
Moat buyers, the spokesman 
said, are "older, established 
families who’ve been married 
five to seven years ... 
“Young people are priced out 
of the market right now.” 
Atlanta still suffers the 
lingering effects of recession, 
according to Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion business editor DeWitt 
Rogers, but business is picking

Committee Chairman Charles 
Warren, D-Los Angeles, was 
optimistic about the bill’s 
chances for approval at a hear­ 
ing today. 
“I firmly believe the bill will 
get out and will be approved 
then by the Ways and Means 
Committee,” he said.

COOPERSTOWN, N Y. (UPI) - 
Robin Roberts, the fourth highest winn­ 
ing pitcher of the post-1920 Uvely-ball 
era, and Bob Lemon, a seven-time 20- 
game winner, will be inducted into 
baseball’s Hall of Fame today with four 
other stars of the past. 
Roberts, who spent most of his career 
with the Philadelphia Phillies, and 
Lemon, the ace of a Cleveland Indian 
staff generally rated the best of the 
modem era, will be enshrined along with 
two stars of the distant past, an umpire 
and another of the unsung heroes of the 
old Negro Leagues of misty legend. 
Being inducted along with Roberts and 
Lemon will be Fred Lindstrom, a star 
infielder for the New York Giants in the 
1920s; Roger Connor, whose 131 homers 
from 1880 to 1897 made him the game’s 
first "home run king,” former American 
League umpire Cal Hubbard and Oscar 
Charleston, one of the legends of leagues 
in which only the ball was white. 
Bowie Kuhn, the commissioner, heads 
the baseball royalty which will assemble 
on the lawn adjoining the Hall of Fame 
and Baseball Museum. 
The ceremoney was scheduled at 10 
a.m. EDT. 
Roberts won 286 games during his 
career—a total which ranks him behind 
only Warren Spahn (363) and Lefty 
Grove and Early Wynn (each 300) in the 
"modem era.” He won 20 or more 
games in six straight seasons, including 
a 26-7 mark in 1952, and was the star 
pitcher of the famous National League 
pennant-winning Philadelphia "Whiz 
Kids” in 1950. 
Lemon had a 207-128 record for the 
Qeveland Indians, winning 20 or more 
games seven times and ranking as the 
, 
leader of a staff generally considered to 
be the strongest of the past 55 years. He 
was a 26-game winner in 1948, pitched a 


no-hitter that season and also beat the 
Boston Braves twice U) the World Series. 
Lindstrom, 70, had a .311 lifetime hat­ 
ting average with the Gianis and is 
remembered as one of the leaders of 
perhaps John McGraw’s best team while 
Connor, who died in 1931, set the lifetime 
home run mark which Babe Ruth surpas­ 
sed in 1921. 
A star football player at Geneva 
College as well as with the Green Bay 
Packers and New York Giants, Hubbard 
was an American League umpire from 
1936 through 1953. He becomes the first 
man ever to he inducted into both the 
football and baseball Halls of Fame. 
Charleston has been described by con­ 
temporaries as an all-around player with 
the skills of Ty Cobb and Willie Mays. 
Like most of the Negro League stars of 
his era, his feats were rarely chronicled. 
White stars of the period, who oc­ 
casionally played against Charleston in 
exhibition games, agree that he was the 
stuff of which Hall of Famers are made.

- O.J. Simpson, former 
Heisman Trophy winning running back from Southern 
Cal who continued his legend in pro football by rushing 
for more yards in a single season than any other player 
in NFL history, has announced his retirement from 
football at age 29. '

fallen through. 
"It's no decison,” Simpson said. "As far as I’m con­ 
cerned now, I’m retired. But I’m working out — just in 
case I come out of retirement. 
"I haven’t even thought about football. I work out 
every morning in case I do have to play the game 
again. But I’m not worried about it. It’s not my end. 
I’ve gotten plenty of job offers and I’m enjoying life I 
have no choice in the matter right now If Mr. (Ralph) 
Wilson decides to trade me 1*11 play. If not I’ll be a fan 
watching the Rams and SC play every week ” 
Simpson made the comments in the press box at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum Saturday night, standing only 


feet away from the private suite of Rams’ owner 
Carroll Rosen bloom 
Rosen bloom, watching the Rams beat the Dallas 
Cowboys 26-14 for their seqond of exhibition win of the 
preseason, commented only briefly when he was asked 
whether trade negotiations for Simpson could be 
rekindled, 
"In my opinion?" the owner said. "I think it’s dead.

Metzger gives relief , 


Jones not only Padre star

Usually, a team is fortunate 
to have one star emerge at a 
time, but the San Diego Padres 
are leading the National League 
in luck this season with two 
Cinderella pitchers. 
Overshadowed by the tremen­ 
dous publicity accorded 18-6 
teammate Randy Jones, rookie 
reliever Clarence “ Butch’’ 
Metzger has been unobtrusively 
hovering all year among the 
league leaders in earned run 
average while going undefeated 
with 11 saves. 
Sunday afternoon, the 24- 
year-old Metzger won his 10th 
game—all in relief—without a 
loss in triumphing 4-3 over the 
Houston Astros. Metzger 
worked in all four of the games 
San Diego swept from Houston 
over the weekend, earning 
saves in each of the other three 
games. 
“When I first started warm­ 
ing up I felt I was going to have 
a lazy arm ,” the freshman 
phenom said. “But once I got 
loose, I got to feeling pretty 
good. I was a little tired, but I 
felt I had enough stuff to get 
people out.” 
Metzger, who has never lost 
in three major league seasons 
(he was up for 13 innings in 1974 
with San Francisco and 5 in­ 
nings last year with the Padres) 
is closing in on the 20th-century 
record for the most consecutive 


games won in a single season by 
a rookie pitcher. Two more vic­ 
tories in a row will tie him with 
George Witse of the 1904 N.Y. 
Giants and Atley Donald of the 
1939 Yankees. 


Acquired by the Padres after 
the 1974 season along with se­ 
cond baseman Tito Fuentes 
from San Francisco for second 
baseman D errel Thomas, 
Metzger is touted by many as a 
likely candidate for rookie of 
the year honors. 


Metzger, who entered the 
game in the eighth, became the 
winner when Hector Torres 
stroked a bases-loaded single 
with two outs in the bottom of 
the ninth inning to score 
Fuentes with the winning run. 


Willie McCovey had tied the 
game 3-3 in the bottom of the 
eighth with a three-run, pinch- 
hit homer, his 465th lifetime. 
McCovey, a veteran of 18 
seasons, is now third among ac­ 
tive major leaguers on the all- 
time home run list, behind 
Hank Aaron and Frank Robin­ 
son.

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Mobster Roselli found 
dead floating in oil drum 


MIAMI (UPI) - Police say 
the gangLand-style killing of 
John Roselli. who told the 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
the CIA had recruited him to as­ 
sassinate Cuban Prime Minis­ 
ter Fidel Castro, may be tied to 
the death of fellow mobster 
Sam Giancana. 
Roselli. who disappeared 
from his sister s home in Plan­ 
tation. Fla.. July 28, was found 
Saturday inside a floating oil 
drum in Dumbfoundling Bay. 
The 55-gallon drum, wrapped 
in chains, had several gaping 
holes through which three 
fishermen saw human limbs. 
A preliminary autopsy report 
showed "the victim was as­ 
phyxiated.” Homicide inves­ 
tigators said they can’t release 
details relating to the cause of 
death, but added it was doubtful 
Roselli was still alive when he 
was dumped into the bay. 


“The lengths to which they 
(the killers) went to insure the 
body would not be found clearly 
earmarks this as a true 
gangland-styie killing,” chief 
deputy medical examiner Dr. 
Donald Wright said. 
Wright said the oil drum 
probably broke loose from 
weights “such as anchors or 
other encumbrances” and float­ 
ed to the surface because of 
gases released by decomposi­ 
tion of the body. 


“They obviously expected 
that the body would never float 
up because no efforts were 
made to destroy his finger­ 
prints or teeth,” Wright said. 
Identification of the body was 
made Sunday through a finger­ 
print comparison. 
“It’s a big puzzle; we have to 
put all the pieces together,” a 
detective said. 


Detectives Julio Ojeda and 
Charles Zatrepalek said they 
were checking into Roselli’s 
testimony before the Senate 
committee and into possible 
links with Hie death of Sam 
Giancana, whose murder at his 
Chicago home last year is sill 
unsolved. 
Roselli told the committee he 
and Giancana had been recruit­ 
ed by the CIA to assassinate 
Castro. He said he attempted to 
carry (Hit the murder plot with 
poison pellets, highpowered ri­ 
fles and explosives. 
“I told him if they got Gian­ 
cana, they might be interested 
in getting him,” Roselli's at­ 
torney. Tom Wadden, said in 
Washington. 
“He just sat there in his 
custom-made bathrobe and 
laughed, i f anybody wants to 
kill me at my age, what dif­ 
ference does it make?”’

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(UPI) — The third annual 
Puerto Rico “Sato Show” 
featured 227 dogs of doubtful 
lineage. 
The sato. Puerto Rico's 
mongrel dog, is the product of 
nearly 500 years of unselective 
nonbreeding. They don’t have 
particularly nice feet or attrac­ 
tive jaws. The dimensions of 
their noses are not a subject of 
discussion. 
But the sato can strut its stuff 
as well as any pedigreed terrier 
or hound, and with a lot less 


hoopla. 
The contest, sponsored by the 
Animal Rescue Association, 
had 11 categories, including 
"longest ears,” “curliest hair,” 
smallest, largest and “Heinz 
76,” the dog with the most mix­ 
ed pedigree. 
“We want to upgrade the im­ 
age of the sato,” Krain Pericot, 
a spokeswoman for the associa­ 
tion. said. “We also want to up­ 
grade the image of sato owners. 
“The sato is more resistant to 
disease because he has not been 
inbred,” she said. "He is 
Demonstrators march on Trident 
nuclear base; 75 detained 


BANGOR. Wash (UPI) - 
Two-hundred 
demonstrators 
from Canada and the United 
States marched on the Trident 
nuclear base, Sunday. Seventy- 
one of the demonstrators were 
detained after trying to enter 
the base with a 500-foot bamboo 
“Trident Monster ” 
Several hundred marchers 
crossed from Canada into the 
United States earlier in the day, 
carrying the “monster” under 
the Peace Arch at Blaine. They 
were protesting the 560-foot 
Trident nuclear submarines 
which will be housed at the base 
and many of them continued mi 
to Bangor. 
Singing “all we are saying is 
give peace a chance,” the 
demonstrators went to the Ti­ 
nian road entrance where they 
clipped a wire gate and pushed 
it over. 
The demonstrators marched 
on to the base with their 
"monster,” where they were 


apprehended by Navy authori­ 
ties and put into buses. 
Lt. Dave Thomas, a Navy 
spokesman, said the detained 
persons were being issued let­ 
ters barring them from enter­ 
ing the base. 
v 
Sixty-one of those apprehend­ 
ed received letters barring 
them from the base. Another 
nine, who had previously been 
barred from the base, received 
citations ordering them to ap­ 
pear in magistrate’s court on 
charges of malicious trespass 
One man was also cited for as­ 
sault on a federal officer after 
he allegedly bit the officer. 
The first of the 10 scheduled 
Trident submarines will go 
into service in Sept. of 1979, at 
which time the base will be 
completed. Funding for an 
eleventh submarine has also 
been requested. The first sub­ 
marine will cost about 8900 
million, with others costing 
about 8800 million each.

Reagan calls land deal story for 
funds for president total fiction 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan has labeled as 
“total fiction” a Rolling Stone 
article which said a complicat­ 
ed land deal with Twentieth 
Century-Fox 10 years ago was 
designed to give him enough 
money to run for President. 
The biweekly said in its Aug. 
26 edition, going on sale this 
week nationwide, that Reagan 
purchased his 290-acre Yearling 
Row Ranch in the Santa Monica 
Mountains for 885,000 in 1951. 
Then he sold 226 acres to 
Twentieth Century-Fox for $1.9 
million in 1966 — one month 
after being elected California 
governor, it said. 
Reagan said in Lbs Angeles 
Saturday night that the report 
was “probably the most con­ 
voluted fiction that I have seen. 
As soon as things let up a little, 
I’m going to see if I can find all 
that money I’m supposed to 
have lying around. 
“Do most of the people take 
Rolling Stone seriously? I don’t. 
It’s total fiction.” 
Rolling Stone said that 
wealthy supporters of Reagan 
used Twentieth Century-Fox as 
a middleman in filling the 
former actor’s campaign chest. 
The news magazine also said 
Reagan, while governor, ap­ 


pointed Fox executive Harry 
Sokolov chairman of the state 
Parks and Recreation Board in 
1967. The board then bought the 
ranch for a park in 1974 and, at 
the same time, the state bought 
Fox property in the same area. 
“Because the state paid for 
all the land in a lump sum, it is 
nearly impossible to determine 
the movie company’s per-acre 
return on the Reagan ranch,” 
the magazine said. “Over-all, 
the company received only 
81.800 an acre for its holdings.” 
The magazine quoted an un­ 
identified Democratic state of­ 
ficial as saying; "We spent a 
long time looking into this 
because it always smelled fun­ 
ny to me. We came away with 
the feeling that Twentieth 
Century-Fox was a pawn in the 
deal. We figured Reagan’s gang 
had actually put up the money.” 
Rolling Stone said the of­ 
ficial’s hypothesis was that 
“secret sugar daddies” fi­ 
nanced the deal, using Fox as a 
conduit to “insure Reagan was 
financially free to run for 
president.” 
An unidentified Los Angeles 
County official also was quoted 
as saying Reagan returned Fox’ 
favor in 1968 by signing a bill 
which gave the motion picture 


industry a big tax break. 
Rolling Stone said it uncov­ 
ered a second land deal which 
seemed “to lend credence” to 
the conduit theory. 
The magazine said a 54-acre 
parcel of Reagan land next to 
the Santa Monica Mountain 
land was sold in 1968 for 
8165,000, five times the asses­ 
sed value, as part of a trade 
with Santa Rosa Ranches. 
A year later, 57th Madison 
Corp. bought it. Rolling Stone 
said a spokesman at the New 
York office of 57th Madison, 
which was incorporated in 
Delaware, referred its reporter 
to “a Dr. Jules Stein of Califor­ 


nia.” 
It identified Stein as a 
cofounder of Music Corp. of 
America, a big movie, record 
and television conglomerate, 
and a man with a long personal 
and business relationship with 
Reagan. 
The 54-acre tract had been 
placed in trust while Reagan 
was governor of California, the 
magazine said, and Stein had 
served as a trustee of Reagan’s 
property. By buying the land 
secondhand through Santa 
Rosa, Stein "avoided any 
ethical, legal or political ques­ 
tions the transaction might 
have raised.” it said.

Fighting bureaucracy 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Jimmy 
Carter, Jerry Ford and Ronald Reagan 
agree on at least one thing; the next 
president must reform the bureaucracy;

As a start each 
candidate has pledged to rid the official

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Jimmy 
Carter’s vice-presidential nominee. Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, last ran for office in 
1972. 
The sources of his campaign financing 
are most curious for a man who has, ac­ 
cording to the record and his public 
statements, consistently challenged 
special interests, and 
how has regularly 
proclaimed his sup­ 
port for the little man. 
It is to be noted that 
he and his aides 
collected more than a 
half million dollars in 
that campaign, and 
that he outspent his 
opponent, then-Rep. 
Philip Hansen, by 
almost 80 per cent. 
Mondale raised 15 
times as much as his 
opponent — $66,000 to Hansen’s $4.000 — 
in out-of-state donations — $101 and up. 
Mondale received 27 times as much 
money from special interest groups — 
$137,000 to Hansen’s $5.000. 
Mondale had two times as many big 
contributors as Hansen and collected 
almost twice as much money from big 
donors. 
But if one looks at small donors, 
Hansen outdrew Mondale $121,000 to 
$106,000. 
Mondale’s chief financial support, of 
course, came from the big labor 
organizations, which donated close to 
$60,000 to his 1972 campaign. 
The major union contributors included 
the national AFL-CIO, the Machinists, 
the Independent Teamsters, the 
Steelworkers, the United Auto Workers, 
the National Education Association. 
Mondale received significant financial 
support from dairy and co-op groups He 
has also attracted some motion picture 


The funds, once appropriated 
for Lompoc specifically, may 
be used to “assist in the con­ 
struction of public facilities 
needed to initiate and ' en­ 
courage long-term economic 
growth in geographic areas 
where economic growth is 
lagging behind the rest of the 
nation.” This according to the 
federal Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration. 
In Lompoc, grants might be 
made for such public facilities 
as water and sewer systems, 
access roads to industrial 
p ar ks , p ub li c t o u r i s m 
facilities, and site improve­ 
ments for industrial parks. 
One can readily see the value 
of these monies to a com­ 
munity such as Lompoc which 
has had more than its share of 
woes relative to economic 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
and

‘‘We never fire anybody, we never repri­ 
mand anybody, we never demote 
anybody.*' Thus, like roaches, public ser­ 
vants don’t disappear, they multiply. 
This truth is at the heart of perhaps the 
most difficult problem in government 
administration today. Gov. James 
Edwards of South Carolina puts it plainly 
enough: “ Bosses aren’t bosses 
anymore.” What he means is that 
government workers are so tightly 
protected by civil service, and in some 
cases unionization as well, neither a 
governor nor a president has absolute 
authority over the jobs. 


com poops Yet Edwards says, ‘‘The pen­ 
dulum has swung too far the other way.” 
Wrong as well as right is being 
protected. Inefficiency is rewarded. At 
the recent National Governors’ 
Conference in Pennsylvania, every ex­ 
ecutive asked agreed with Richard

Though for the record, the presidential 
campaigns will be financed entirely 
from Federal government funds, as 
checked off on income tax returns. The

Lamm of Colorado that civil service is 
now “the greatest of all roadblocks to ef­ 
fective government.” 
As the governors see it, the roadblock 
is this: since competition is the mother 
of facility, we destroy it only at our peril. 
Hence government service has become 
the final resting place for, without ex­ 
aggeration, millions of tenured zombies 
who lack the stimulation to hustle We’ve 
all seen them: crusty, careless, 
overbearing, Ken Fobes, an assistant to 
the governor of Oregon, says the best 
description for many bureaucrats is that 
“they retire on the job.” 
Statistically, it is not quite true that 
the worst bureaucrats can't be fired. 
Between 16 and 25,000 federal workers 
are dismissed each year. But the 
procedure is usually complicated. In 
most states even street cleaners have 
grievance procedures that can take a 


Quite often the procedures are so in­ 
volved and expensive that the states 
prudently cave in. Ken Fobes tells of a 
case in Oregon where the administration 
tried to fire a worker, found itself faced 
with monumental red tape, and instead 
agreed to the following compromise: the 
worker was only demoted, by merely one 
increment, and a promise was made 
never to make public a list of the charges 
against him. 
Faced with such futilities, then, most 
governments in America just try to live 
with the situation. Gov. Jerry Brown’s 
press secretary says that when incompe­ 
tents are discovered in the California 
bureaucracy they are simply shifted to 
other jobs — “where they’ll do less 
harm.” 
As for hope from the candidates? 
Unlikely. Presidents come and go, but 
the only change in the bureaucracy is 
that its odor gets worse. 


The first item on the news over the 
radio the other morning was that the 
New York State Young Americans for 
Freedom have met and resolved to sup­ 
port, the nomination of Ronald Reagan, 
but to oppose Richard Schweiker as his 
running mate. This also is the position of 
Congressman 
Robert 
Bauman of Maryland. 
It is a position which 
deserves to be treated 
as something 'more 
than mere pique. And, 
in the days ahead, it 
may 
rise 
into 
prominence as the 
crystallizing senti­ 
ment of Reagan 
backers. The implica­ 
tions of this position 
are complex and 
fascinating: 
1. In the first place, 
we are reminded that there is no such 
thing as an absolute right of a candidate 
to designate his running mate. If it were 
so, then Mr. Ford’s hold over the 
presidency would not have that slight 
feeling of illegitimacy that now en­ 
cumbers it. Mr. Ford is thought of as not- 
quite-a-President for the simple reason 
that be was never confirmed by a 
Republican convention. If the conven­ 
tion’s confirmation were constituionally 
perfunctory, then it would not have mat­ 
tered that Gerald Ford was merely the 
designee of Richard Nixon. He would 
have the equivalent backing, even as now 
Rockefeller would be considered 
legitimately the Vice President. 
2. Reagan has said, three weeks before 
the convention was scheduled to meet, 
that he would endorse Schweiker. 
Reagan’s critics among conservatives 
are getting around, however slowly, to 
sorting out two questions which, in the 
original confusion, were made to sound 
like one. The first point is, Do they or do 
they not prefer Reagan as presidential 
candidate over Ford? This is one dis­ 
crete question. The second is; Are they 
willing to go along with Reagan’s elec­ 
toral strategy by naming Schweiker as 
Vice-Presidential candidate? 
The answer to the first may be a 
resounding Yes; the answer to the se- 
cood may be a respounding No. Ronald 
Reagan hasn't said, after all, that he will 
not accept nomination as President un­ 
less he is pre-assured that the convention 
will nominate Schweiker. He has gone no 
further than to say that he will designate 
Schweiker as his first choice. That there 
should be as much resistance to 
Schweiker tends to magnify the impor­ 
tance of the convention as a body of men 
brought together to exercise, subject to 
their mandates, and there are none 
respecting the choice of Vice President 
— their own judgment 
3. A repudiation of Schweiker at the 
same convention that nominated Reagan 
would certainly be unusual, but then dur­ 
ing the past two or three seasons 


American politics has been specializing 
in the unusual. It would be a way of say­ 
ing to the republic: We desire to put our 
best foot forward, and he is Ronald 
Reagan. As regards Mr. Schweiker, it is 
our opinion that he has a great deal to 
learn about Republican principle before 
he can lay claim to the second spot on the 
ticket. 


Any such statement, sent out from 
Kansas City to the rest of America, runs 
grave risks of antagonizing those whose 
principles are akin to Schweiker’s. But 
let us not forget that it is a course of ac­ 
tion open to the convention.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON - One Watergate 
secret never leaked out during all the in­ 
vestigations that brought down ex- 
President Richard Nixon. It’s the story 
of how Nixon used the notorious White 
House plumbers to try to discredit his 
detractors on Capitol Hill. 
The intent was to prove that Nixon’s 
congressional 
critics 
were 
violating 
national security. The 
plumbers enlisted the 
Pentagon’s top sleuth, 
W. Donald Stewart, to 
investigate security 
leaks on Capitol Hill. 
He found alleged 
security breaches in 
the offices of Sens. 
Frank Church, D.- 
Ida , 
William 
Fulbright, D.-Ark , 
Henry Jackson, D - 
Wash ., and William Proxmire, D.-Wis. 
But the investigation also caught the 
venerable Sen. John Stennis, D.-Miss , in 
an incident of political blackmail 
The stem, stately Stennis not only is a 
symbol of Senate rectitude, but he is a 
staunch defender of existing establish­ 
ments 
He was ready, therefore, to defend the 
presidency against the ravages of 
Watergate. Nixon was so sure of Stennis' 
loyalty that he later sought an agree- 
mqpt, permitting the Mississippi senator 
to listen to the damning White House 
tapes and to rule whether they were in­ 
criminating. 
After Stennis became implicated in the 
plumbers’ probe, Nixon suddenly 
seemed to lose interest in it. The story of 
the abortive investigation is told by 
Stewart himself, now head of Stewart 
Security Services, in his unpublished 
memoirs. 
It’s a story that began in May, 1969, 
with the publication in the Washington 
Post of a report about scuttling atomic 
submarines. The sensitive information 
apparently came from a document that 
had been slipped to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which Stennis 
heads. 
Stewart isolated seven military of­ 
ficers who had access to the document. 
Six of them offered to take lie detector 
tests. The seventh refused and hired a 
lawyer. 
As Stewart zeroed in on the seventh of­ 
ficer, Stennis* office brought pressure on 
the Pentagon to halt the investigation. 
Stewart reported this backstage develop­ 
ment in a memo for the White House 
plumbers. 
He wrote that Stennis “became quite 
irritated because the Pentagon under­ 
took (the) investigation.” The angry 
senator threatened to investigate the 
Pentagon in retaliation. He would drop 
his investigation of the Pentagon, 
however, if the Pentagon dropped its in­ 
vestigation of his committee, it was 
suggested. 
As Stewart put it in his memo for the 
plumbers: “Sen. Stennis indicated that 
he intended to initiate an investigation of 
the Pentagon because of its investigation 
in this matter. Informally, we were ad­ 
vised by the Stennis Committee that if 
we dropped the investigation within the 
Pentagon that the Stennis Committee 
would drop its investigation.” 
Added Stewart curtly: “Our investiga­ 
tion was terminated.” 


affect the enthusiasm with which Mr. 
Schweiker is now devoting himself to 
rounding up delegates for Reagan? 
Might he conclude that Reagan is 
welshing on his part of the bargain? But 
he could not reasonably expect that 
Reagan would take time from the 
solicitation of favor with the uncommit­ 
ted delegates in order to lobby for his 
Vice-Presidential choice? 
Reagan would be entitled to conclude 
that if the convention rejected 
Schweiker, given the presumptive right 
of a nominee to name his own running 
mate, then there is nothing for it, but to 
yield, even as Presidents are occasional­ 
ly required to yield when they nominate 
people to their cabinets.

Whether Nixon was intimidated by 
Stennis’ tactics or merely wanted him 
for a friend, the White House didn’t push 
the investigation of the Stennis commit­ 
tee. There was more than enthusiasm for 
investigating Nixon’s critics. 
Orders for this investigation were 
relayed by David Young, chief of the 
White House plumbers, to the Pen­ 
tagon’s chief counsel, Fred Buzhardt 
The gumshoe work was directed by 
Stewart, who reported his findings in a 
Feb. 13,1973, memo which is still hidden 
in Pentagon files. 
The memo was sharply critical of Sen. 
Church, an outspoken Nixon critic, who 
heads a subcommittee on terminating 
emergency executive edicts. Stewart 
reported that some of the subcommit­ 
tee’s documents “did not bear proper 
classification covers and were ... stored 
in an ordinary cabinet. Others were tran­ 
smitted without the proper double 
envelopes and special markings.” 
Employes without security clearance 
handled classified documents, the memo 
charged. Stewart also found that several 
classified documents on herbicide use in 
Southeast Asia were provided to Church. 
The last delivery was made on Aug. 3, 
1972 Within a few days, the Washington 
Post carried a major story based on the 
classified herbicide data. 
Concluded Stewart: “It appears that 
the security leak in this matter came 
from Sen. Church’s office advertently or 
inadvertently, but this cannot be stated 
positively.” 
The reason for Stewart’s unwillingness 
to draw a final decision was that the 
Defense Department had obstructed his 
investigation. As Stewart explained in 
his memo, the department declined to 
obtain “appropriate clearances” for him 
to interview Church and his staff. 
Subsequently, Church directed the 
Senate investigation of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, with a minimum of 
security problems. Most of the leaks 
came out of the House Intelligence Com­ 
mittee. 
Most leaked documents contain 
legitimate news that the public is en­ 
titled to read. Washington officials tend 
to use security stamps to cover up their 
embarrassments. Since there are no cen­ 
sorship stamps in Washington, officials 
often censor the news by classifying it. 
Footnote 
A spokesman for Stennis 
said the senator had “no recollection” of 
the incident described by Stewart. 
Church said he was satisfied that no 
serious leaks came from his office. A 
spokesman for his subcommittee con­ 
ceded there had been some minor 
security violations but deni«! they were 
as drastic as Stewart claimed. 
Spokesmen for Jackson, Fulbright and 
Proxmire. also denied any improper 
leaks.
